first time the battle of Antietam— 
resurrected, rejuvenated and staged 
by the United States Marines with 
all modern war paraphernalia.

legislation, which has elicited the pro­ 
tests of the American, British, French, 
Dutch and Belgian ministers on the 
ground that it is “confiscatory,” V. 
Bratiano, minister of 
finance,

made the following statement on the 
attitude of his 
government 
toward 
foreign capital: 
“I have never offered obstacles to 
the entrance of foreign capital into 
Rumania, but I have insisted that it 
must operate on conditions compatible 
with the economic independence of the 
country. 
“Foreign capital is welcome in Ru­ 
mania. 
But we do not wish to see 
our own capital shut out by foreign 
investments.

that have no regard for our forces of 
cooperation and which desire to utilize 
our natural resources as those of Tur­ 
key were utilized before the war can­ 
not find a favorable field for their ac­ 
tivities in Rumania. 
“Experience has shown that only 
by reasonable participation of

manian capital can our natural re­ 
sources be soundly developed.

Honolulu.—Many evidences of hu­ 
man habitation were discovered on 
the now uninhabited island of Nihoa, 
part of the Hawaiian Bird Island 
reservation, 250 miles northwest of

tific party which visited the reserva­ 
tion 
aboard 
the U. S. S. Tanager 
under the auspices of the Bishop Mu­ 
seum here, according to statements 
made on the return of the party to 
Honolulu. 
Acres of garden terraces, hous\ 
sites, 
implements 
scattered 
about 
the 
island, 
bluff 
shelters, infant 
burial places, skeletons and temple 
ruins were uncovered by the scien­ 
tists. 
They would tend to prove that the

Hawaiian islands proper, according 
to Kenneth C. Emory, archaeologist 
of the Bishop Museum.

some of the surfaces were

with pebbles. 
Conditions on Nihoa are favorable 
to human habitation, he continued. 
I he soil is good and sufficient rain 
falls to permit of the cultivation of 
sweet potatoes, yams or sugar cane. 
Some of the relics found in the house 
sites were considered significant by 
the scientists who are engaged in the 
general problem of discovering the 
origin of the Polynesian race.

Roosevelt when recuperating at the 
old Maltese Ranch, seven miles south 
of tile village of Medora in the Little 
Missouri Bad Lands of North Dakota, 
is to be preserved in a 'fitting shrine, 
according to the State Historical So­ 
ciety of North Dakota. 
lA*wis F. Crawford, curator of the 
society, is preparing plans for a stone 
shrine of stately and substantial de­ 
sign to be erected over the biulding.

Lannion, in

Cotes-Du-Nord, word came to Paris 
yesterday of a murder mystery in 
which the victim was the last heir of 
one of the oldest families of Brit­ 
tany, Count de Kerninon.
